Hon. W. E. Barrett, Speaker of the House of Bepresentatives. 

Sir : — I have the honor to present to the Legislature a 
report on the custody and condition of the public records of 
parishes, towns, and counties. 

By Chapter 65, Resolves of 1884, the Governor and Council 
were authorized to appoint a suitable person, to serve without 
compensatiouj who should report to the succeeding Legislature 
upon the condition of the public records of the parishes, towns, 
and counties of the Commonwealth. Under this resolve, 
Governor Robinson did me the honor to ask me to make a 
report to the Legislature, showing, in a general way, the con- 
dition of the records referred to in the resolve, and suggested 
that it might be well, as the decennial census was approaching, 
to arrange for the collection of preliminary material through 
the machinery thereof. February 12, 1885, 1 sent a communi- 
cation to the honorable Senate and House of Representatives, 
stating the general difficulties encountered and that no estimate 
of the condition of the public records of parishes, towns, and 
counties could be made without information of a specific nature, 
and asked that the sum of $500 be appropriated for the purpose 
of carrying out the above mentioned provisions of Chapter 65. 
In response to this request, the Legislature promptly authorized 
me, by Chapter 19 of the Resolves of 1885, approved March 
11, to expend a sum not exceeding $500 in collecting the neces- 
sary information in regard to the records named, such informa- 
tion to be collected so far as possible by means of the Census 
of 1885, and ordered that the report called for by the Resolve 
of 1884 be made to the next Legislature, that is, to the Legis- 
lature of 1886.

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During the progress of the Census of 1885, and under the 
resolve just referred to, much information was collected, by 
means of the Census Enumerators, relating to the records of 
towns and parishes, and, by the employment of special agents, 
relative to court and county records. The pressure of the 
work pertaining to the census was such that the information 
collected in 1885 could not be compiled at once, and it was 
not until 1888 that the returns made by the enumerators and 
special agents were critically examined. While a vast deal of 
information had been collected, and that of a very valuable 
character, it was evident that much more would be needed to 
perfect the data in order to enable me to make an intelligent 
report to the Legislature upon the condition of records. To 
this end the following resolve was passed February 9, 1888 : 

[Chapter 9.] 

Resolve in relation to public records of parishes, towns and 

counties. 

Besolved, That the commissioner appointed under the provisions of chap- 
ter sixty-five of the resolves of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-four, 
relating to public records of parishes, towns, and counties, is hereby author- 
ized to expend a sum not exceeding fifteen hundred dollars, for the purpose 
of compiling and tabulating the information relating to such records col- 
lected in accordance with the provisions of chapter nineteen of the resolves 
of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-five, and to make the report in 
print called for by said resolves. lApproved February 9, 1888. 

Under this authorization I at once began the work of col- 
lecting missing information, and for this purpose appointed 
Robert T. Swan, Esq., as Secretary of the Commission. Cor- 
respondence with town and parish authorities and interviews 
with clerks of courts developed the necessity of still further 
and more eflBcient labors in order to secure what the Legisla- 
ture originally intended. I, therefore, asked the Legislature 
to grant further means, and May 18, 1888, near the close of 
the session, the Legislature passed a Resolve,' Chapter 81 of 
the Resolves of that year, by which the ConMnissioner appointed 
under the provisions of Chapter 65 of the Resolves of 1884, 
relating to public records of parishes, towns, and counties, was 
authorized to expend a sum not exceeding $2,500, in addition 
to the sum authorized by Chapter 9, given above. Under this 
authorization the work has been carried through, and yet it is 
far from complete ; it is as conclusive as it is possible to make 
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it, however, when considered on the general basis as contem- 
plated by the Legislature at the time of the passage of the 
resolve of 1884, originating the Commission. 

For many years the propriety of organizing a public record 
commission, after the stylo and with the powers of the English 
record commission, has been agitated, the general intent of 
such a commission being to bring into a central depository all 
the important records of the Commonwealth. To such an 
enterprise various objections have been brought, and on vari- 
ous accounts, both from the economic and the local point of 
view. It was urged that under such a commission great 
expense would be involved and the records of towns and coun- 
ties would be taken from the custody of the local officers. 
Town and county pride, or better, town and county public spirit, 
which has always been fostered in this Commonwealth, seemed 
to be opposed to such a measure, and yet Governors and members 
of the Legislature from time to time have recognized the neces- 
sity of taking some action by which the public records should not 
only be properly indexed but thoroughly preserved. By Chap- 
ter 60, Resolves of 1884, a commission of five was appointed, to 
serve without pay, to investigate the condition of the records, 
files, papers, and documents in the State Department. This 
commission consisted of the Honorable Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth, Hon. Samuel A. Green, Justin Winsor, Esq., Wil- 
liam P. Upham, Esq., and Hon. Augustus E. Scott. This, 
commission made an exceedingly interesting and valuable re- 
port in January, 1885, upon the condition of the records, files, 
papers, and documents in the Secretary's Department. In this 
report the commissioners say, with respect to such documents 
on file at the State House, that they "have found the docu- 
ments of every kind under his (the Secretary's) charge in as 
good condition as he has been permitted, with the clerical 
force at his command, to put them ; while at the same time the 
commission, as a whole, may report that condition to be far 
from what is desirable." As a result of that report there is no 
doubt that the archives and all records, files, papers, and docu- 
ments now in the custody of the State will be brought into 
excellent condition in due time. 

It seems, then, that the originators of the present investiga- 
tion had in view the ascertaining of such information as would 
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indicate the desirability or undesirability of making any effort 
on the part of the State for not only bringing into proper con- 
dition the records of parishes, towns, and counties, but of ascer- 
taining some means of preserving them after they are brought 
into proper condition. My purpose has been to learn the custody 
and condition of these records so far as possible, and, having 
stated them to the Legislature, to offer such suggestions for 
future efforts as the investigation might indicate. 

The difficulties in the way of carrying out the intent of the 
Legislature were greater than at first appeared. The inves- 
tigation was the first attempt in the State of the kind con- 
templated. No appropriation was at first made for the pre- 
liminary work, for it was desirable that the condition of the 
public records should be ascertained at as little cost as possible 
and without the necessity of establishing the machinery of a 
great record commission. The preliminary work, however, was 
done at a small cost, and in fact the whole investigation has 
been conducted and completed within an expense of $4,500. 

It being the first time that an inquiry into the custody and 
condition of public records has been made, the official custo- 
dians of the records had made no examination which would 
enable them to answer carefully the necessary inquiries. The 
town clerks and the enumerators during the census divided the 
responsibility ; for in some cases the enumerators left blanks 
with the clerks, expecting the clerks to fill and return them, 
but often the enumerator was obliged to make his own exam- 
ination and report what he happened to find. Church officers 
were slow to furnish infoimation in a large number of cases, 
although some of them were very prompt and very assiduous 
in complying with the request of the government. Oftentimes, 
however, when the church and parish each had records, either 
the church or parish records were forgotten, and consequently 
in many cases but one set of records is reported. All these 
difficulties necessitated an extensive correspondence. 

It is true that much of the data is general and much infor- 
mation is missing, but where it was apparent that information 
was missing and could probably be supplied, it has been asked 
for. The neglect to reply to such requests, however, has made 
it necessary to submit this report with some omissions and 
apparent inconsistencies. In some cases contradictory infor- 
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mation has been given by diflFerent persons, each presuming to 
know the truth, but unless one or the other of these statements 
could be confirmed from some other source than the informant 
all such information has been omitted from the report rather 
than use doubtful statements as to fact. Some information has 
been received too late for use in the report, the knowledge that 
this work was being prosecuted having led interested persons to 
send information of which they only were possessed. 

The question asked of all oflScers having parish, town, or 
county records in their custody as to the condition of such 
records has been diflferently understood, some having taken it 
to mean the completeness and accuracy of the records, while 
others have interpreted it to mean the state of preservation at 
the time of the inquiry. The latter has been the more common 
understanding, and the answers presented apply generally to 
the state of preservation, explanatory foot-notes being used 
whenever necessary. 

Certain records and papers which by law are required to be 
kept in certain depositories are undoubtedly in the proper 
place, but from their infrequent use have been forgotten and 
not reported. These are the records and papers more likely 
than any others to be lost. 

All persons of whom inquiry was made in this investigation 
were asked if they knew of private records of the particular 
kind called for. In response to this question many gave the 
names of persons having, or who were supposed to have, 
the records sought. In every instance correspondence was 
opened with the persons named. The correspondence in this 
matter during the early part of the investigation was in the 
form of a circular letter, asking if any information could be 
given in regard to the records, especially records of extinct 
churches ; but the replies were so few and unsatisfactory that 
the letters sent later to persons reported as having records in 
their possession asked for the confirmation or contradiction 
of the statement made by others concerning their possession of 
the records specified. If the possession was disclaimed, no 
name is given ; but if the information was confirmed or no re- 
ply was received, the name of the party having, or said to have, 
possession of such records is stated in the report. 

No inquiry has been made in regard to the records kept by 
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officers outside of the present limits of the State, although in 
several instances parts of the adjoining States have been at 
some time embraced within the territorial bounds of the Com- 
monwealth. Neither has any attempt been made to present 
the legislation by which the United States Government, 
through any authorization, by commissioners or otherwise, 
has changed the State lines. 

Upon commencing the work of verification of the returns of 
the various custodians of records, which in fact has been the 
chief occupation of the Secretary of the Commission and his 
assistants, peiplexing discrepancies in dates appeared, which 
made it necessary to examine the earlier laws pertaining to the 
establishment of courts, county offices, and towns, and to the 
keeping of records. This examination developed so many 
facts, both interesting and necessary to a complete understand- 
ing of apparent peculiarities and discrepancies in the returns 
referred to, that those laws, which by successive stages of 
improvement have become the laws of today, are presented 
in their appropriate places, with references to the authorities 
from which they are cited. 

It would be absurd to claim that all the laws relating to this 
subject have been found, for the incompleteness of the early 
records, the absence from the archives of acts and parts of acts, 
and the imperfect indexing of volumes of records and laws, 
render it impossible to make such claim. Much legislation 
must remain in doubt until further research is made. So, only 
such acts, the final passage of which is established beyond 
doubt by the records, are presented in this report. The temp- 
tation to which many historians yield, of assuming as fact what 
is undoubtedly fact, though not specifically recorded, has 
been avoided. 

The importance of keeping records seems to have been first 
recognized in 1634, when '* a sun'^ey of all improved or en- 
closed land of every free inhabitant" was ordered, the record 
of which was to be *'a sufficient assurance" of ownership. 
In 1637 the recording of lands was made compulsory, and in 
1639 all courts, magistrates, and commissioners were ordered 
to record their judgments, and records were to be kept of 
births, marriages, and deaths. From that time the recording 
of matters of value to posterity has been a subject of constant 
legislation. 
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The authorities cited,. and the abbreviations used to denote 
authorities, are as follows : Copies of proceedings of the 
Privy Council, in England, in the office of the Commissioner 
of the Province Laws ; Massachusetts Archives (Mass. 
Archives) ; Massachusetts Colony Laws, edition of 1660 
(Mass. Col. Laws, edit. 1660) ; Massachusetts Council Records 
(Mass. Council Rec.) ; Massachusetts Laws (Mass. Laws) ; 
Massachusetts Records (Mass. Rec.) ; New York Record of 
Town Grants (N. Y. Town Grants) ; Perpetual Laws of Massa- 
chusetts, edition of 1789 (Perpet. Laws of Mass., edit. 1789) ; 
Plymouth Colony Laws, edition of 1836 (Ply. Col. Laws, 
edit. 1836) ; Plymouth Colony Records (Ply. Col. Rec.) ; 
Province Laws (Prov. Laws) ; Resolves and orders, unprinted 
(Resolve) ; Supreme Judicial Court, Suffolk County, Records 
(S. J. Court, Suffolk County, Records). The reference to 
volume and page is given in every instance, wherever such 
reference is possible (except for the Resolves); until January 
6, 1779, for legislation relating to towns and until 1784 for 
legislation relating to courts. This change in reference is made 
necessary by reason of certain acts relating to courts, passed 
between 1779 and 1784, being contained in the edition of the 
Perpetual Laws, and reference being made thereto, whereas 
certain acts relating to towns are not contained in that edition, 
and are, therefore, referred to only by the dates of the respec- 
tive acts. Since 1784, the date of the act is deemed sufficient 
reference. 

The Resolves passed between May 20, 1666, and May 
10, 1776, are not yet printed, and the various volumes of 
written copies being differently arranged, a reference to par- 
ticular volumes is not practicable. The Commissioner of the 
Province Laws is preparing a volume of these Resolves, the 
pages containing those passed prior to 1708 being already in 
plate, while the material is prepared for presenting all passed 
subsequent to that time and prior to 1763. 

The spelling found in the earlier laws has been modernized, 
unless for some special reason it has seemed best to quote 
exactly the original spelling. For instance, the name of a 
town, as first given in the presentation of the legislation relat- 
ing to towns, conforms to the spelling as it appears for the 
first time in the records. 
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The difficulty of research in the pld records of the State 
(and by records of the State is meant the records of the 
Colonies, Province, and State) is well stated by Mr. Justin 
Winsor, in the Memorial History of Boston, in which he says : 
'' In our State House, too, are tier upon tier of volumes labelled 
' Massachusetts Archives,' so arranged, indeed, in an attempted 
classification that it is irksome and unsatisfactory to consult 
them." Mr. Winsor refers also to Palfrey's History of New 
England, where the author condemns the condition of things rela- 
tive to these records. It will be seen, therefore, that the 
difficulties in making this investigation are great, indeed, and 
that the omissions in the chain of legislation relative to various 
records are not only excusable but are such as to involve the 
necessity on the part of the State of completing them by giving 
the proper power and authority in this direction. 

Difficulty arises in establishing the date of legislation in two 
ways, first, from the old custom prior to 1752 of double dating 
in January, February, and March (to the 25th), a custom 
which has led to much confusion and uncertainty on the part 
of persons using such dates ; and second, from the fact that 
until 1831 the legislative year commenced in May and that 
the legislation is often recorded as of the day and year of the 
opening of the session, although the time specified was in the 
next calendar year. This makes the ascertainment of dates 
exceedingly perplexing to a person unfamiliar with records 
prior to 1831. The dates given in this report, however, are 
made to conform to the present method of reckoning the calen- 
dar year, that is, from January 1 to December 31. 

In the earlier records of the General Court the date of the 
first day of the Session is recorded, and legislation for several 
days is often entered as of that date. In the printed volumes 
of the Massachusetts Records, also, a date is often given in the 
margin which applies to several pages of legislation, when it 
is apparent from the text that the date should have been 
changed for successive days ; that is, that the legislation actu- 
ally took place on a date different frop the first date given in 
the margin. Town records for these reasons give diflerent 
dates for legislation applying to towns from those found in 
the records of the State, as, for instance, the Dedham records 
give September 10, 1636, as the date of incorporation of the 
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town, while September 8, 1636, is given in the records of the 
State. 

One would naturally suppose that there would be at the 
State House authentic records from which facts relating to the 
incorporation of towns and counties could be ascertained, and 
also, records of the action of towns and cities which became 
necessary in order to carry out acts of the Legislature. Dili- 
gent search has failed to discover, however, in any records in 
the possession of the State the record of the incorporation of 
several of the towns or of the County of Dukes County, or the 
record, in most cases, of the action of towns or cities relating 
to the acceptance of certain acts of legislation, which acts with- 
out such acceptance would be void. 

No record is found of the incorporation of the town of Fal- 
mouth or of Succanesset in connection with Falmouth, but the 
town historian of Falmouth, referring to the incorporation of 
Succanesset, says: '<That record makes a legal title to the 
existence of this town, but the time and reason of the adoption 
of its present name is an unsolved mystery " ; that is to say, 
the record of legislation proves that there is such a town, 
but no citation can be made as to the time of the incorpora- 
tion of, or the time and reason of the adoption of the name of, 
Falmouth. 

So, nothing can be found as to the incorporation of Bradford 
further than a resolve passed February 24, 1701, which says : 
'* The line anciently agreed to by Rowley, upon allotting out of 
Merrimack Lands (so called), being originally a part of their 
Township, now Bradford, is confirmed." The town records of 
Rowley may, therefore, throw some light upon ''their Town- 
ship," but no such light is thrown on the subject by any 
State records. 

If it is desired to learn what the record shows of the estab- 
lishment of ''Edgar Towne," " Sharbom " (since Sherburn, 
and then Nantucket), and " Tisbury-Towne," reference must 
be had to the New York records. 

A resolve which is fixed upon to establish the date of 
the incorporation of Chilmark uses this language : " That the 
Mannour of Tisbury, commonly called Chilmark, have all 
the powers of a town." Under this language it would be more 
strictly Tisbury, and not Chilmark, that was incorporated. 
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The lands called New Braintree and a part of the town of 
Hardwick were by law made a district, but the resolve ac- 
complishing this is fixed upon as the incorporation of New 
Braintree. 

The town records of Sutton show that by an order dated 
May 15, 1704, a township was granted, but the first mention 
of Sutton in the State records is October 28, 1714, while the 
Manual of the General Court gives June 21, 1715, as the date 
of incorporation. 

These instances show the necessity of the collection of accu- 
rate data relative to the incorporation of towns. 

Reference has been made also to the absence of records relating 
to the acceptance by fowns and cities of legislation referring 
particularly to them. Records of the acceptance by towns 
of city charters from the Legislature are wanting in nearly all 
cases. The city of Lynn was incorporated April 10, 1850, 
provided the act of incorporation was accepted by the town of 
Lynn within twenty days. The Manual gives the date of 
acceptance as May 14, 1850, thirty-four days after. As a 
matter of fact, the State has no record of the action of the 
town of Lynn in this respect, but the town records give the date 
as April 19, 1850. 

Certain acts have been passed by the Legislature which were 
provisional upon the payment of money by one town to another, 
some of which acts were to take eflfect when the agreement to 
pay was voted and others when the payment was actually 
made, but the action of the town or towns involved has not 
been made a matter of State record. 

The foregoing statements are general in their character, and 
indicate the labor required for a presentation of the facts 
needed by the Legislature upon which to base intelligent 
action. They also show the difficulties in the way of carrying 
out the original intention of the Legislature so far as this pre- 
liminary commission is concerned. 

It will be seen, as has been stated, that this report is incom- 
plete in many particulars. The deficiencies, however, are 
pointed out and can be easily understood. They are the chief 
argument, after all, to convince one of the necessity for the exer- 
cise of the most rigid oversight of the public records of our State. 

Tae infonnation contained in this report is presented in six 
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divisions, as follows : Laws relating to Records ; Proprietors 
Records ; Church Records ; Town Records ; Court Records ; 
and County Records. 

For each division there is given the information relative to 
records and the name of the office, officer, or person having the 
custody of the records, except in the case of the records 
of the existing churches, which are in possession of some duly 
authorized church officer. Various notes explanatory of the 
infonnation contained in the tabular presentations are also 
given, but, in addition thereto, certain general statements are 
necessary. For convenience, these general statements are 
classified under their respective divisions. 

Laws relating to Records. — The information given under 
this division relates to the legislation concerning court records, 
town and city records, and records of births, marriages, and 
deaths. During the early years of the colonies these records 
were intermingled and these laws are, therefore, presented in a 
separate division rather than under the difterent divisions of 
court records and town records. 

Proprietors of Common Lands. — Under this division 
there has been given the citation of laws relating to propri- 
etors. There is little to be said other than what is ffiven in the 
citations referred to on page 5, or more than appears in the 
tabular presentation on pages 6-8. 

It is to be regretted that more care was not taken to fur- 
nish the Commission with the distinctive name of the Common 
Lands. The information that a town has possession of the 
records of the proprietors is valuable, but if the name of the 
proprietors had been supplied it would be much more valuable, 
especially as there is often a variance between the name found 
on the records of the State and that in the volumes in possession 
of the towns. 

An attempt was made to present the several proprieties 
under the names by which they were granted, with a summary 
of the acts relating to them and by which they were finally 
merged in the towns ; but the confusion of names in the earlier 
records, the variance in names before alluded to, and the loose 
legislation by which such proprieties were established or merged, 
required far more extensive research than was possible under 
this preliminary investigation. 
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Churches. — Many persons interested in church matters 
have kindly sent to the Commission historical sketches relating- 
to certain churches, but as a history of the churches of the 
Commonwealth has not been attempted such historical sketches 
have not been included in the report. These have often been 
the means of making clear what otherwise would have been 
doubtful points and of confirming information or clearing up 
contradictory matters, and have frequently led to further in- 
quiries, the answers to which have in various ways perfected 
the records. The pains taken by the persons sending such his- 
torical sketches is fully recognized and their kindness appre- 
ciated. 

The terms church, parish, and society are so indiscriminately 
used that the description of the records, in the column headed 
" Kind" in the tabular presentations, is undoubtedly wrong in 
many cases. The establishing of parishes or precincts which 
afterward became towns, and the keeping of the parish and 
town records as one record through a long term of years, have 
led to conftision in this respect. Town clerks returned as the 
earliest date in the town records the date of the beginning of 
the parish records, while at the same time church oificers have 
said that the parish records in their possession include the 
period during which the parish was the town under the old 
order of things. Such complications have been investigated 
as far as possible and the erroneous results corrected, so that 
' the years stated to be covered by the parish records are gen- 
erally those during which the parish was wholly distinct from 
the town. Owing to the fact that the records which in reality 
constituted the record of the town in its earliest period of 
existence were parish records, they have in many cases re- 
mained in the possession of the religious society connected 
with or growing out of the parish, and the town in such cases 
has no record in its possession prior to the time of the separa- 
tion of the parish and town. All such records now in the 
hands of parish or society officers, that is, where the parish 
was merged into the town or the town erected out of the parish, 
should be copied by the town and the records kept as a part of 
the town records. 

The indiscriminate use of the terms church, parish, society, 
and congregation has extended through the records and laws 
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from the earliest days of the colonies. The following expres- 
sions occur in recent laws : '* The tenn religious society and 
society in the preceding section shall include parishes '* ; 
"every religious society established or organized"; *'any 
church that may be organized may be incorporated"; ''any 
religious society connected with a church" ; " any church con- 
nected with a religious society." 

In the ancient records the use of these temis is even more 
confusing. No successive acts of legislation establishing the 
earliest churches, parishes, precincts, societies, or congrega- 
tions have been found, but the following terms and phrases 
quoted below show the uses of the several terms and give a 
slight idea of the difficulty of separating the records of religious 
and municipal bodies. 

In 1646 the couii: ordered "that something be done to 
maintain the liberties of ^he churches." Men and women of 
orthodox opinions were allowed in the " congregations" which 
in 1665 were already gathered. In 1668 the court undertook, 
evidently, to prevent confusion in regard to the term church 
by ordering that '' by the church is meant such as are in full 
communion only." By an act passed in 1677 towns and plan- 
tations were ordered to raise money by taxation for the support 
of " their " respective ministers, and in 1692 it was ordered 
that **the minister of the town" should be chosen in town 
meeting. As the latter act created difficulty " in divers towns 
where there are more churches than one," it was repealed 
in 1693 and each church was allowed to choose its own min- 
ister, '* and the major part of such inhabitants as do there 
usually attend on the public worship of God, and are by law 
duly qualified for voting in town affiiirs, concurring in the 
church's act, the person thus elected and approved, accepting 
and settling with them, shall be the minister." It was provided 
*'that nothing herein contained is intended or shall be con- 
strued to extend to abridge the inhabitants of Boston of their 
accustomed way and practice as to their choice of ministers." 
Nothing has been found in any records explaining this " way 
and practice." Difficulties arose under this act, and in 1695 it 
was provided that if the minister chosen by a church was not 
approved by the town meeting, if a council of three or five of 
the elders and messengers of a neighboring church did approve, 
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the minister should be settled. In 1681 the "church and 
society at the North River at Scituate," and, in the same act, 
the " congregation and society up the river," were mentioned. 
'' District, parish, or precinct," is a phrase used in 1718, while 
in 1786 '* each parish and precinct" is declared to be a body 
corporate. The Constitution classifies together "towns, 
parishes, precincts, and other bodies politic, or religious soci- 
eties," but excludes churches. The failure of the church 
officers to designate correctly the kind of records in their 
possession is not strange, therefore, even though it may not be 
excusable. 

The returns from the churches in th6 small towns usually 
give the denomination as the distinguishing name of the church, 
but in cities and the larger towns local names are often given. 
It being impossible .to obtain by any means at our command 
the corporate or exact names of churches, the names given in 
the several denominational lists have been adopted. Effort 
has been made to obtain retunis from every church in the 
State, and such returns have been received from every 
church of whose existence any information could be obtained. 
A few new societies, holding meetings in halls, may have been 
omitted, but being new, their records, if any are kept, would 
not be of any great value historically at present or in a report 
of this kind. 

Oftentimes there has been a division of a society into two 
separate bodies, and in some cases the oldest date of organiza- 
tion has been claimed by both, each considering itself the origi- 
nal society. Such a proceeding, of course, is wrong. If the 
new society has survived and the old has become extinct, the 
claiming of the original date of organization by the surviving 
society, as is often done, is historically misleading. 

In many cases the only church record is one kept by the 
pastor, and too often, under such circumstances, he has taken 
the record away when leaving the church. The records of 
baptisms, marriages, and births contained in such records 
have been found often to be the only records kept in very early 
years. 

A classification of churches under denominational names has 
been a difficult and perplexing work. The general terms 
Methodist, Episcopal, Congregational, Evangelical, Orthodox, 
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Liberal, and Christian, given in the returns as received from 
church officers, have been carefully examined in connection 
with various denominational lists, and if the names of the 
several churches did not appear in those lists authority has 
been found for classifying them under the denomination, as 



given. 



The following tabular statement presents the denominations 
of the existing churches in the State from which returns have 
been received, with the number of churches of each denomi- 
nation included in this report :

Especial pains was taken in the investigation concerning 
church records to ascertain all information possible in regard 
to extinct churches, but very many such churches have un- 
doubtedly been forgotten by persons from whom such infor- 
mation was solicited. Some information in regard to their 
records, such as the motive for destroying them or the reason 
why they are retained by certain persons, has been received 
but is not presented in the report. 

In many cases nothing more is returned in regard to extinct 
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churches than the statement that an old edifice is remembered 
as having once existed. In one case the single answer is made 
that there are a few persons still living who remember the 
church, but nothing is known of any records. In such cases, 
that is, when nothing is known of any records, some date 
connected with the church which would serve to identify it 
has been given in the tables, with the hope that some inter- 
ested person, being reminded of it, might furnish information. 

The denomination of the church at the time it became extinct 
is given, and if it was reported as formerly of a different de- 
nomination, such fact is given in a foot-note. The extinct 
churches given as Methodist may have been Methodist Epis- 
copal, but as no list of the churches at the time these severally 
became extinct was obtainable, no accurate statement could be 
made regarding them. When a parish or society has given up 
its organization but a church still exists, the church is given 
as existing, with explanatory notes in regard to the parish or 
society. Sometimes, in answer to inquiries, the clerk of a 
society would say that he has the records of an extinct church, 
but whether in his official capacity he does not state. It is 
sometimes reported, also, that a church officer has the records 
of an extinct church, but whether by any legal right is not 
reported. In most of these cases it is probable that the clerk 
or church officer should have deposited the records with the 
town or city clerk, in accordance with law. 

Some persons have learned through correspondence with the 
Commission that there was a legal depository for such records 
in their possession and have been glad to place them in the 
custody designated by law. Very many of the churches 
reported as extinct were not mentioned by town officers or 
persons making returns for existing churches in the same 
town, the facts presented regarding them having been learned 
from historians or persons interested in the subject. It is 
somewhat strange that town clerks in so many instances should 
not know, by virtue of their authority over them, of the exist- 
ence of such records. 

The following tab^p presents the number and denominations 
of the extinct churches in the State, so far as ascertained :

Town Records. — The omission of records for the years 
between the date of the establishment of the town and the date 
given in the return made by the town clerk as the beginning 
of the oldest volume in his possession indicates, in certain 
cases, the probable loss of volumes of town records, but no men- 
tion was made, however, in very many cases of the loss of such 
volumes in answer to the specific question, *'Have any volumes 
of your records been lost or destroyed?" Correspondence in 
such cases has shown that no attention has been given to this 
matter ; yet the conclusioncannot be avoided that many such 
volumes have either been lost or misplaced. Town clerks are 
prohibited by law from allowing their records to go out of 
their custody, except upon a summons, yet town clerks fre- 
quently say that records ''at present" are in the hands of 
some unauthorized person. 

The dates covered by the records of the doings of select- 
men and assessors were, inadvertently, not asked for in the 
beginning of this investigation, but were given in many cases, 
especially where the clerks or enumerators were interested in 
o:ivinor the State full information. 

The great variation which will be observed relative to the 
number of volumes of assessors' records is accounted for by 
the fact that in some cases tne volumes of records of proceed- 
ings were reported, while in many cases the yearly valuation 
lists were included. The accumulation of valuation lists has 
caused the assessors in some instances to remove the older lists 
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from the safes, where by law they should be kept. These lists 
have become cumbersome and the capacity of the safes is 
unequal to their preservation. ^ 

The returns in regard to the number of volumes of originals 
and copies of records of births, marriages, and deaths must be 
incorrect to some extent, but correspondence has failed to cor- 
rect the errors. Volumes are called '* copies" of volumes 
which are not copies of volumes but are in fact volumes con- 
taining copies of records of births, marriages, and deaths 
which were entered in the volumes of town proceedings or in 
various church records and which have been copied from those 
sources. This collecting and copying of such records into 
separate volumes is, it is gratifying to know, becoming quite 
common in the towns, and the habit should be universal. 

A most valuable record for the use of conveyancers and 
others was reported by one town clerk, who had an indexed 
record of the maiden names of women manded in the town, 
with a reference to the record of the marriage. 

As has been stated, it became necessary in the work of 
verification to refer to the acts of legislation in regard to the 
establishment of the towns and the common lands from which 
many of them were erected, and so many errors were found in 
print in various places that it was thought best to present a 
summary of legislation, so far as ascertained, which affected 
the territorial limits, change of name, or subsequent incorpora- 
tion as a city, of each town. So, under the tables giving the 
facts as to the kind of records, the number of volumes, the 
custody, the years covered by them, the condition, etc., will 
be found the summary of legislation referred to. The first 
mention of the town name which has been found in the body 
of the early records is given, although the name sometimes 
appears in the margin of such records against the name of the 
plantation or common lands many years earlier than the date 
given as that of the incorponition or establishment of the town, 
and historians have used the date of the earliest mention, 
although these marginal names bear evidence of having been 
inserted after the record was made. Such entries appear, for 
instance, as against the record concerning ** Rexhame," where, 
at the close of the sentence, indicated by a period, the words 
** now called Marshfield" are written. As Rexhame is men- 
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tioned some time later as a town, it is fair to assmne that the 
marginal note did not belong to the record. So, against a 
paragraph relating to a village of Salem, appearing in the 
records in 1639, the words ** Salem Village now Wenham*' 
are written, whereas by an act of 1643 it is ordered that '' Enon 
shalbee called Wennam." It is confusing to the investigator to 
find that the first mention of the town name is sometimes earlier 
and sometimes later than the date fixed upon by historians as 
that of the incorporation of the town, or than the date first 
reported in the first volume of town records. 

The presentation made under town records is not a histor- 
ical summary of legislation relating to the lands which were 
first plantations and then towns, much of which, as has been 
said, may be a matter of town record only, but it is a presen- 
tation of the facts contained in the record in possession of the 
State, with a reference to this record covering the first appear- 
ance of the town name, and of its successive appearances when 
territorial limits, change of name, or change to a city are the 
subjects of legislation. Various conclusions can be drawn 
from the records. The date of the first mention of a town in 
a tax act is sometimes fixed upon as the date of incorporation ; 
the date of the first mention of the land, which by its location 
afterward became the town, is sometimes used to establish the 
date of incorporation ; also, the date when the **town" is 
given all the privileges of other towns, etc., etc , is sometimes 
used as the conclusive date as to the incorporation. For these 
reasons, it may be contended that the dates which are given in 
this report as the ones on which certain towns were incorpo- 
rated are incorrect, as they will n6t agree with statements in 
town histories and in other works. However, it is believed 
that the dates of the establishment of the several towns, or of 
the first mention of the town names here given, are the correct 
ones. K a town was named in the tax act of any year, and 
this was the first time the town was mentioned in legislation, 
it is fair to assume that it was at that time acknowledged as a 
town already in existence, and the date of the tax act cannot 
justly be considered as the date of incoiporation. If a 
"town" by an act was given the privileges of other towns, 
it must already have been a town, and the date of such legisla- 
tion cannot fairly be considered as the date of incorporation. 
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Again, if a town — A, for instance — had been Plantation 
No. 2 for forty years, and then the name of Plantation No. 
2 was changed to the Town of A, and then the name A 
was changed to B after another forty years, the Town of B 
should not date from the establishment of Plantation No. 2, 
while, as a matter of fact, the records of the Town of B begin 
eighty years later ; but the circumstances of this illustration 
apply in some cases. So, there are certain towns which, from 
all that can be ascertained from the records in the possession 
of the State, never were established, and there are some not 
now recognized as towns which, so far as the State record is 
concerned, have never become extinct. *'Nashaway," by a 
single act, was made Prescott, West Towne, and Lancaster. 
So far as the State records are concerned. West Towne still 
exists ; but granting that it was intended to change the name 
of West Towne, as well as Prescott, to Lancaster, and that 
the town historian is correct in saying that it is known that 
part of the record should bear the date of 1652 instead of 
1653 West Towne existed for one year. The Plantation of 
Arlington, in the county of Hampshire, was made the town 
of '* Winchester," but no further record of the name of Win- 
chester in this connection can be found. It may be that it was 
absorbed into Connecticut, but the bounds are so indefinite that 
it cannot be located or traced by any records at hand. It 
seems hardly possible that the Commonwealth could lose a 
town, but so it appears from the records at hand. 

The inquiry concerning the indexing of volumes was differ- 
ently understood in the course of the investigation ; some town 
clerks thought it referred to records of births, marriages, and 
deaths only, while others considered that it applied to all vol- 
umes. 

The miscellaneous records were too numerous in kind to 
present in detail by name. The large number in some towns 
indicates that separate volumes are used more and more for 
sepamte subjects. The first date in the oldest volume of 
miscellaneous records is given in the tables, although the 
volumes, as a rule, bear different dates of beginning. 

It will be observed in the summary of legislation for towns 
that in many cases part of each town is said to be annexed

to the other town. While this is generally true when town 
lines are run and bounds are established, mention is made of 
the fact only when the act so specified, it being inferred that 
enough territory changed ownership to make it worthy of men- 
tion in the act. 

Court Records. — The first *' Monthly Court, or Court of 
Assistants," was holden in Charlestown, August 23, 1630 
(Mass. Rec, Vol.1., p. 73). This was sometimes called the 
Great Quarter Court. The first General Court was holden in 
Boston, October 19, 1630 (Mass. Rec, Vol.1., p. 79). These 
courts seem to have exercised both legislative and judicial 
functions and powers until 1636, when the establishment of 
courts of law was commenced, and it is from the latter courts 
or their successors that returns have been asked. 

In some of the courts, especially in the earlier courts, the 
volumes of records have no numbers, the dates giving them 
their consecutive order. For the sake of uniformity, and for 
convenience in designating certain volumes which contain the 
records of successive courts, these volumes have been num- 
bered consecutively in the tables giving the facts concerning 
court records. 

The files of papers have not, as a rule, been mentioned by 
the clerks of the courts in giving information, but in many 
cases it is learned that they are in such condition as to demand 
immediate attention. Lack of room has necessitated the pack- 
ing away in unfit places of the older files, and some have been 
found which crumble and fall to pieces under the most careful 
handling. The report from the clerks that the condition of 
their records is good applies rather to the records in general 
use, the unused ones having been forgotten or ignored. 

The small number of volumes of records of notaries public 
found in the offices of the clerks of courts indicates that the 
records of many notaries have not been placed there, as the law 
directs, or that they have been overlooked and forgotten. 

In connection with the tabulated facts relating to court 
records there will be found valuable citations as to the laws 
establishing courts and providing for records. 

The following report by Mr. John Noble, Clerk of the 
Supreme Judicial Court of Sufiblk County, in relation to the 
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files in that court, is exceedingly interesting, as showing what 
is best and feasible in the matter of arranging and preserving 
files : 

The files of the Superior Court of Judicature for the several 
counties, and also of the Supreme Judicial Court prior to the present 
century, fill in all about three hundred and seventy-five (875) boxes. 
There are also seventy (70) boxes of executions, twelve (12) boxes 
of inquests, three (3) boxes of libels for divorce (one of which con- 
tains also partitions from 1797 to 1799), and six (6) boxes of Pro- 
bate files. 

There is also a large collection of papers now being arranged and 
put in a suitable form for preservation and reference under my direc- 
tion. Tliis collection comprises what were once the files of the vari- 
ous courts held in the county of Suffolk, covering the period from 
1629 to 1729, and also a considerable portion of the files from 1730 
to 1799. The papers before 1700 number about eighteen thousand 
(18,000), and the rest number about one hundred and thirty-five 
thousand (135,000). They have heretofore been deposited in boxes, 
chests, and drawers in different parts of the Court House, and also 
for a time in the cellar of the Registry Building, becoming in the 
course of years utterly confused and much injured by neglect and 
careless handling. There can be no doubt that very many valuable 
papers have been wholly lost. Still, what now remains of these files 
of court constitutes an accumulation of material for historical, genea- 
logical, and topographical inquiry unequalled by any other, unless it 
be the State Archives at the State House. All those prior to 1730 
have now been almost completely restored to their original file 
arrangement, and where this was impossible they have been 
arranged chronologically. Those from 1730 to 1799 have been 
arranged in decades. 

County Records. — The returns concerning county recoi'ds 
contain nothing relating to the records of county treasurers, 
although inquiry was made in regard to them. The records 
reported were generally books of account, and, as a rule, not 
of ancient date. Any satisfactory report in regard to the 
whereabouts of the ancient records of county treasurers, who 
were among the first persons to keep records, would require 
special investigation and the most careful search. 

The presentation in regard to the registries of deeds con- 
tains most important information. The setting ofiT of new 
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counties from old ; the transferring of towns from the jurisdic- 
tion of one registry to another, and in some instances the re- 
transferring of such towns ; and the establishing of additional 
registries in a county, make it difficult for persons wishing to 
consult the records in the registries to know in which registry 
the recording for certain years was made. The explanatory 
notes which precede the returns in regard to the records of each 
registry, and the table showing the establishment of counties 
(page xl), will be found of great assistance in obviating this 
difficulty. 

The lists of cities and towns constituting the several districts 
for the registry of deeds, as given in the explanatory notes, are 
believed to be the only ones in any State document. The 
Public Statutes, even, do not recite the cities and towns in each 
district, but after naming those which shall constitute one 
district in a county provide that ''the remainder of said 
county " shall constitute the other, excepting in Berkshire 
county where the towns lying north and south of the towns 
named as comprising the Middle district are constituted re- 
spectively the Northern and Southern districts. As will be 
seen by reference to the explanatory notes to the returns for 
the registries in Franklin, Hampden, and Hampshire counties, 
the omission to name the towns in the act of March 1, 1787, 
prevents a positive statement as to what towns constituted the 
Northern and Southern districts at that time. 

A few of the registers of deeds report that they have certified 
copies of records of deeds recorded in other registries of lands 
now in their districts. The convenience of this system of trans- 
ferring records is too apparent to need comment further than to 
suggest that the system be made general. 

The following table gives the date of the establishment of 
each county, and is especially valuable in connection with the 
examination of county records. No attempt, however, has 
been made to trace county changes, as upon the establishment 
of many of the towns county lines were changed.

From what has been said, and from the perusal of the 
returns, it is evident that some action should be taken by the 
State, not only to preserve the records of parishes, towns, and 
counties which are now in the custody of the officers designated 
by law, but toward bringing into such custody those records 
which are improperly in the possession of individuals who for 
various reasons have seen fit to retain them. Legislation should 
provide that a church seceding from another should begin new 
records. Certainly, the new church should not hold the records 
of the church from which it secedes. So, in cases where 
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churches have been sold and all meetings discontinued, and the 
society has really become extinct, but the old clerk claims the 
records, there should be some provision by which the records 
could be brought into the proper custody. Proprietors records, 
which are held in the towns set off from the old town because 
the town proper often happened to be in that part of the ter- 
ritory set off, should be in the old town and not in the new. 
Town officers in too many cases have not carried out the laws 
regarding records. The State should see to it that they do. 
It may be well in the future to increase the penalties under the 
general statutes for neglect relative to the custody and preser- 
vation of records, or to increase the penalty for destroying, 
mutilating, or secreting records. Also, persons giving up 
records which they have procured at a cost, for the sake of 
preserving them, should be compensated in a proper sum. If 
these records have been used for profit then no compensation 
should be allowed and no prospective loss be considered. 

The attention of the Legislature is drawn to a report on the 
Public Records by a committee of the Council of the New 
England Historic Genealogical Society, made at the annual 
meeting of the society, held in Boston, January 2, 1889. X 
have deemed it expedient to reproduce this report in full, 
together with a letter sent out to town and city clerks by 
Francis H. Brown, Corresponding Secretary of the New Eng- 
land Historic Genealogical Society, so that they shall become 
a part of the documents of the State and be presei'ved.^ These 
two documents show, taken in connection with the results of 
this investigation, that the conclusion is inevitable that some 
action should be taken, and at once, by the State. 

I would not recommend the creation of a record commission, 
to be erected on the model of the English Record Commission, 
for it seems to me wise to preserve and stimulate local inter- 
est in records. If they were to be brought to a central office, 
this interest would decline. The institutions of this State are 
against such a proceeding. Everything is done in this Com- 
monwealth to preserve the integrity of the municipality, as 
represented by towns and cities. The loss of the custody of 
their documents would work in an antagonistic way in the mat-

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ter of the preservation of such documents ; at least, such result 
is to be feared. 

On studying the whole question, as it has been presented to 
my mind through this preliminary investigation, I do not hesi- 
tate to recommend that the present Commission be continued 
by the Legislature for a sufficient length of time to enable it to 
bring all the records available into the custody of the officers 
designated by law. There seems to be ample legislation, but 
it is not properly carried out. It cannot be enforced through 
correspondence. To enforce it there should be the personal 
attention of some officer of the State, familiar with the subject, 
and whose business should be not only to look up lost records 
but to see that the existing records are put in proper shape 
for preservation and that the law relative to the safe-keep- 
ing of such records is observed. Two or three years' service, 
resulting in an expenditure of from ten to twelve thousand 
dollars, would accomplish the whole purpose and set the 
records of parishes, towns, and counties in proper order. The 
length of time during which such Commission should carry 
on its work could be easily determined by the Governor and 
Council, through reports which the Commissioner should make 
to them. A sufficient salary should be provided, so that the 
Commissioner could devote his whole time to carrying out 
the orders of the Legislature. He should also be furnished 
with the means for the employment of proper clerical assist- 
ance and for the payment of necessary travelling expenses. 

These are the recommendations which I most urgently make 
to the Legislature, and they cover the action which in my own 
judgment appears to be necessary. If beyond these, should 
the State see fit to adopt them, the Legislature would ask 
towns and cities to make complete indexes of all their records, 
and also provide that copies of important records be made and 
furnished the State, so that they may not be lost through any 
misfortune which may befall the town records, a most impor- 
tant step would be taken relative to the preservation of valu- 
able documents. 

In closing this report, I desire to acknowledge, and most 
heartily, the very valuable services of Robert T. Swan, Esq., 
the Secretary of the Commission, to whom has been committed 
the details of the investigation since the work of the enumer- 
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ators ceased. It is by his industiy and constant care that so 
many of the errors in past records have been corrected and 
brought out in this report and that hitherto unknown points of 
information have been brouo:ht to lio^ht. 

The Commission has also had the assistance of Mr. Frank E. 
Bradish, whose experience in the line of the work of the Com- 
mission has been of great value. The verification of references 
and citations, the hunting out of records that were not gener- 
ally known to exist, and the searching for little points of in- 
formation which are ordinarily overlooked, entitle him to my 
sincere thanks. 

The character of the data from which this report is compiled 
has made it difficult to arrange the statistical material in coiti- 
pact and readable form ; I believe, however, that the various 
presentations will be found intelligible. In this matter of 
arrangement I am under obligations to Mr. William C. Hunt, 
of the Bureau of Statistics of Labor, for valuable suggestions.

THE PUBLIC llECORDS. 



THE DANGERS TO WHICH THEY ARE EXPOSED AND THE 
PROPER METHOD OF PRESERVING THEM. 



Report of a Committee of the Council of the New England 
Historic GenealociIcal Society, made at the Annual Meeting 
OF THE Society, held in Boston, January 2, 1889. 

John T. Ilassam, A.M., for the Committee, reported as 
follows : 

There is no subject which has a stronger claim to our attention 
than the preservation of town and county records. 

It is greatly to be regretted that when the (^leneral Court, in 1639, 
first made provision for our system of records, it did not require 
them to be on parchment, as was the case with contemporary records 
in P^ngland, instead of allowing them to be intrusted to such perish* 
able material as paper. Wills in the Principal Registry of Probate 
in London, handsomely written on parchment, and probated as early 
as 1373, are, after the lapse of more than five hundred years, just as 
legible and in just the same condition as they were when they w^ere 
made. Ancient charters, far ante-dating even these, are just as per- 
fect now as on the day when they were granted. In the first year 
of the reign of King James thcf First, anno 1G03, it was expressly 
ordered that the Church records of baptisms, marriages and burials 
should be on parchment, thereby supplementing the proiK)sed legisla- 
tion of the fifth year of Queen Elizal>eth, anno 1503. Even to this 
day, in England, wills, deeds, marriage settlements, and other im- 
portant legal documents continue to be written on parchment. But 
in this country, parchment, from the very earliest times, seems 
to have been seldom or never used for municipal or ecclesiastical 
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records, and but very rarely for legal documents. In our own day, 
even its name is in danger of being lost or rather applied to some- 
thing quite different. For when the shopkeepers and stationers 
speak of parchment, they mean parchment-paper — an imitation 
parchment — not real parchment, the skins themselves, which alone 
are suitable for the public records and which should have been used 
for that purpose from the very first. 

For paper, even the best of it, cannot be lasting or permanent. 
Our most ancient records are written on English hand-made paper, 
far superior in every respect to the machine-made paper of modern 
times. Whether our dry climate is more injurious to paper than is 
the moist climate of England is a subject which need not be entered 
upon here. Some of our public records have resisted decay for more 
than two hundre'd and fifty yeare, but it is only too evident that these 
powers of resistance are now in many cases nearly at an end, and 
that the time is not far distant when these records will have entirely 
disappeared. Perhaps if we had continued in the simple ways of our 
forefathers the evil day might have been still further postponed, but 
it is certain that the introduction of modern improvements, like steam 
heat and gas, into our large public offices has resulted in the rapid 
deterioration of the records therein contained* In some instances 
the paper has become too brittle to touch, and it has crumbled into 
small pieces. In others it has been fairly perforated by the corro- 
sive action of the ink. Some record books long kept in safes have 
alternately absorbed moisture and then become dry until their leaves, 
reduced to mere tinder, can hardly be turned at all. 

But this hand-made rag paper, perishable as it has proved to be, is 
far more suitable for record purposes than is the modern machine- 
made article. With that, the case is still worse. Very little paper is 
now manufactured entirely from rags. Most of that now in use is 
made wholly or partly of wood fibre. This adulteration is not due 
merely to the paper-makers' desire to produce cheaper goods. The 
enormous increase in the use of paper in modern times compels them 
to seek new sources of supply for raw materials. All the rags in the 
world would prove insufficient to enable them to meet the incessant 
demand for more paper. This wood paper has been known to com- 
merce for less than a score of years — much too short a period to 
enable us to determine satisfactorily how long it may be expected to 
last. But in all human probability it will be less able than the other 
to stand the test of time, and will shortly begin to crumble to pieces. 
Some experts maintain that the whole literature of this generation 
will have utterly disappeared before the end of the next century, 
just as if it had never been, by the decay of the paper on which it 
is printed. 
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The introduction of gas has proved destructive to books in great 
libraries, not only in this counti'y but also in England. And it is 
probable that new inventions for heating and lighting will, in the 
future, make no smaller demands on the strength of fabrics. 

Not only does paper crumble, but ink loses its color. In some of 
our public offices, records not half a century old have almost faded 
out. Are we sure that the writing inks now in use will leave any 
visible trace of their existence to the searcher of the next century ? 

But this is not all. To the slow but certain destruction caused by 
the disintegration of the paper, must be added swift and remorseless 
annihilation by fire. In the smaller towns generally the records are 
kept in the house of the town clerk. The proN^sions of Pub. Stat. 
ch. 37, § 4, in regard to fire-proof safes, are illusory. In the larger 
towns and in the cities a perhaps safer place of dclposit is found in 
the town and city halls, but after the experience we have had in the 
great Boston, Chicago and Portland fires, no such building can be 
said with confidence to be fire-proof. Some of our ancient towns 
have lost all their records by fire. And the same is true of many 
parishes. Indeed, the loss from this cause alone, of town, church 
and county records, is in the aggregate little short of appalling. 
Under these circumstances, it is almost criminal negligence to allow 
any book of record to exist only in a single copy. Its life then 
hangs by a single thread. 

Now what is the remedy for this state of affairs ? It is not far to 
seek, but is manifest to every thinking man. Not even the crum- 
bling of the paper, the coiTosion or fading of the ink, not even a 
sweeping conflagration, can utterly destroy records whose custodians 
have taken proper means to preserve them. How can^his be done? 
In one way only. Simply by the multiplication of copies. The 
invention of the art of printing has made great changes in the modern 
world. In no direction has the advance been greater than in this. 
Copies, instead of being made toilsomely and laboriously by hand, 
can now be produced almost with the quickness of thought ; and the 
great reduction in the cost of printing of late years has placed it in 
the power of every town and parish, however poor and feeble, to put 
into imperishable form its records, at least the earliest of them. 
And the work cannot be begun too soon. Nor is this all. The 
greater use made of stereotyping now-a-days — for now even news- 
papers are printed from stereotype plates — has given us an additional 
safeguard. The printed volumes, being widely distributed, could 
not all be destroyed by fire, and being subject to different atmos- 
pheric conditions could not all crumble to pieces at once. Some 
would certainly survive. But even if they should not, the stereotype 
plates would remain. From them, other copies could be printed at

the mere cost of press- work and paper. This would forever set at 
rest all fear of a total loss of records, a fate which hangs over most 
town and county records to-day. 

Where an ancient town has remained intact from its first settle- 
ment until now, the necessity of preserving in print records of such 
great historical value is readily apparent. Yet where other towns 
have been, in more modern times, set off from an ancient town, the 
need becomes still more evident. The safety of the records and the 
convenience of the public alike require it. Some towns have been 
repeatedly subdivided. In one instance, some seventeen or eighteen 
towns have been, in whole or in part, formed from the territory 
granted by the General Court to the original town. And other 
instances, equally as striking, can doubtless be cited. Although the 
newer municipalities have a history in common with the older towns 
of which they once formed a part, their records are defective inas- 
much as they extend back only to the time of separation, the books 
prior to that date remaining in the hands of the clerk of the parent 
town. This works serious inconvenience. Matters are continually 
coming up which necessitate reference to the earlier records, and 
they are not at hand. Each new town should have a complete set 
of the records, prior to separation, of the original town of which it 
then formed a part. They belong as much to it as to the other. 
A new town should not be forced to see such invaluable documents 
placed beyond its control and in the keeping of officials not respon- 
sible to it, subjected to all the vicissitudes and dangers which records 
are continually running. Now the art of printing enables us to 
obviate all these difficulties. It solves the problem completely. 
When once the records ai'e in type, extra copies can be had merely 
for the cost of press-work and paper. And each is an exact dupli- 
cate of the other. No copyist's errors need be feared where the work 
is done with such mechanical accuracy. A printed copy is vastly 
superior to any manuscript copy that can possibly be made. 

But it must not for a moment be supposed that the people who live 
in any given town are the only persons interested in its records or 
concerned for the preservation of them. All of our towns, both 
ancient and modern, have contributed no small portion of their popu- 
lation to build up and develop the other parts of our rapidly growing 
country. There is hardly a remote corner of any one of the states 
and territories of the West where representatives of our New Eng- 
land families are not to be found. They naturally feel a peculiar 
pride in the place of their birth, and the children of these exiles 
should be encouraged to keep constantly in mind the home of their 
fathers. The publication of these records, therefore, interests a 
much larger number of people than are to be found within the limits 
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of any single town, and these printed Tolnmes reach mate rea^iers 
tliun we cixn easily imagine. 

It is not necessary for the present purpose to go into details. Bet 
a f(;w practical suggestions will not be out of place. 

Steps sliould be at once taken to put in print the general records 
of ev(;ry town, including, of course, the Selectmen's books, st^rdi^ 
with the first volume and bringing the work down to at least the 
beginning of the present century. 

As for tlie l)irths, deallis and marriages, under the law as it now 
Htands, th(j cleric of eacli city and town is required by Pub. Stat. cL 
.'}2, § 10, to annually transmit to the Secretary of the Commonwealth 
r-ertified copitjs of tlie records of births, marriages and deaths which 
have o(r<Mirred therein during the preceding year. These certified 
co]>ii'S in tlie Sticretary^s olllce would be invaluable in case of the de- 
Htni<;ti(»n by fire of the original records. Although they begin with the 
y<'ar IHll, mid continue up to the present time, the returns for the 
first few yejirs are v("ry defective. The only ofllcial records prior to 
the passiige of the acts in relation to registration returns are in 
the (:uMto<ly of the various town and city clerks and city registrars 
and clerUs of courts. Many of them are in very bad condition, and 
they are fast goin^ to d(^(!ay. Of these no duplicates, except in very 
r.'ire instaiKM'H, <"\ist, and wh<^n once destroyed they can never be 
rephiej-d. TIm'H4; reeords should at once be printed down to at least 
the yeiir lHir>, or blotter still to 1850. In no town are they very 
voluniinr>us, and the cost of putting them in print ueed not be 
;.^reaf,. 

Iiiit tlM'se, town n-eords of i)irths, marriages and deaths need to 
be supplemented by the Church Records. In many cases . the latter 
will supply important information not to be found in the Town 
Ueeords. TlK'se ecclesiastical records containing baptisms, mar* 
ria^es, deaths, burials, nd missions and dismissals, should be printed 
down to tin; same date, 1 «.'>(). They are even more likely to be lost 
or destroyed than the nuinieipal records, being scattered about in 
various parishes and in too many cases in hands of persons who are 
far from appreciating their value. The number of extinct parishes, 
th(! n-eords of whi(rh have fallen into private possession, is probably 
much gn;at4*r than is g<;ni*rally supposed, and the provisions of Pub. 
Stat. eh. :(7, $ii l.'i and !<>, in such cases have not, it is to be feared, 
Ijeen strictly complied with. 

Then there are the inscriptions on the gravestones in ancient ceme- 
teries. These stones are liable to l)e broken or to crumble away. 
They are sehh^m lasting and are not so durable as the printed page. 
The disappearance of old gravestones is within the experience of 
every one who has had much to do with them. These inscriptions 
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should be copied and printed down to the same date, 1850. With 
the general records of the towns, including the selectmen's books and 
proprietors' records brought down to the beginning of this century, 
and the records, municipal and ecclesiastical, of births, marriages, 
deaths, burials, admissions and dismissals brought down to 1850 
and all in print, we could rest in confidence that this part of our 
records would be safe for all time. 

As for County and State Records, where the necessity for printing 
is if possible even more imperative, that subject can be considered at 
another time. 

One more matter of detail mav be alluded to here. Of course, it 
will not do to set up type directly from the original. A copy should 
be made for the printer. This copy should be written only on one 
side of the paper, leaving the other blank, and should be carefully 
collated with the original. But the proof sheets as they come from 
the printer should be compared not with the copy but with the oiigi- 
nal record. By this means only, can we be sure to avoid all errors 
and thus have in print an accurate transcript of the original. 

The pagination of the original should be carefully preserv^ed by 
placing each of its page numbers in brackets in that part of the 
printed page where each page of the original begins. There is no 
need of any other numbering, and the index can thus be made 
to refer directly to the original records. 

This index should be an index of places and an index of persons 
arranged both by Christian and surnames. A miscellaneous or gen- 
eral index will also be found useful, and will greatly facilitate refer- 
ence to the original. 

Small pica will probably be found the most convenient type. 

There are many advantages in stereotyping. In the first place, 
fewer copies need be printed. Others can be struck off at any time 
afterwards as they are needed. This will effect a saving in many 
ways. Then too corrections, if errors are discovered, can be made 
in the plates, and thus the long list of " errata " which used to dis- 
figure books can be avoided. Nothing of this soi-t will show in the 
books when printed. Stereotyping is now much cheaper than for- 
merly, and it adds but slightly (all things considered) to the actual 
cost. 

Several towns are now engaged in putting in print their early 
records. It is desirable therefore to secure unity of action, and to 
call the attention of such towns as have not yet taken any steps in 
this direction, to the importance and necessity of prompt action. 
These are a few of the reasons which might be urged in favor of the 
immediate undertaking of the good work.

Sir: — I enclose a copy of a Report made at the Annual Meeting 
of this Society, on the proper method of presei*ving Town Records. 
Will you be kind enough to read it carefully, as the subject is an 
important one ? Several towns and cities are now engaged in print- 
ing their records. 

Boston. — All the Town Records from 1630 to 1778, the Select- 
men's Records from 1701 to 1764, the records of Births, Marriages 
and Deaths in the City Registrar's Office, and the First Church Bap- 
tisms from 1630 to 1700, are now in print. The work is still in 
progress. This is done by the Record Commissioners by means of 
annual appropriations made by the City Council. Eventually all the 
Boston records, from the first settlement of the Town down to the 
granting of the City Charter in 1822, will be accessible to the public 
in print. 

Braintree. — The Town Records from 1640 to 1793, and the Births, 
Marriages and Deaths for the same period, are printed in one volume 
by vote of the towns of Braintree, Quincy, Randolph and Holbrook, 
which formerly comprised the town of Braintree. Quincy and Ran- 
dolph were setoff from Braintree in 1792 and 1793 respectively ; and 
Holbrook formed part of Randolph until 1872. 

Brookline. — The Town Records from 1634 to 1838 have been 
printed in one volume by vote of the town. The Committee were 
also instructed to prepare a complete record of Births, Marriages and 
Deaths. 

Dedham. — The Births, MaiTiages and Deaths recorded in the 
Town Clerk's office, from 1635 to 1845, have been printed in one 
volume. All the Baptisms, Marriages, Deaths, Burials, Admissions 
and Dismissals, found in the Church Records from 1638 to 1845, 
have been printed in another volume. The second volume contains 
also the first book of records of the First Church, printed in full, all 
the inscriptions in the Ancient Burial Place, and all the inscriptions, 
prior to 1845, in the other parish cemeteries. All this by votes of 
the town. 

Lancaster. — The Town Records from 1643 to 1725, and the 
Births, Marriages and Deaths from 1645 to 1700, are printed with 
other historical matter, in one volume, by vote of the town. 
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Peovtdence, R. I. — An index, arranged by Christian and sur- 
names, in four volumes, of all Births, Marriages and Deaths, from 
1636 to 1870, has been printed by vote of the City Council. 

Worcester. — The Town Records, from 1722 to 1783, are pub- 
lished in the Collections of the Worcester Society of Antiquity. 

Several other cities and towns are about to print their early records,* 
and we hope that your town — or city — if it has not already done 
so, may also be induced to enter upon this important and too long 
neglected work. 

This Society is now engaged in gathering statistics on the subject 
from all the cities and towns in this Commonwealth, and I have been 
appointed to enter into communication with all Town and City 
Clerks. 

Will you kindly inform me : 

I. What, if any, steps have been taken toward this end in your 
town or city, and what progress has thus far been made ? 

II. If no such steps have been taken, will you not submit this 
communication and the accompanying report to the Selectmen, or 
City Council, to see what action they may be disposed to take in the 
matter ? 

III. Will it be advisable to insert an article in the warrant for the 
next town meeting to see what the town will do in this regard ? 

IV. Will you kindly give me the names and addresses of a few 
of your citizens — such as would naturally be interested in this pro- 
ject, well disposed toward it and inclined to favor it, in order that I 
may communicate with them ?

* Not only haye the records of several towns and parishes in this Commonwealth been 
totally destroyed by fire, but the same fate has befaUen Coanty Records. AU the records 
in the Registry of Deeds for the County of Barnstable were destroyed by fire, Oct. 22, 
1827. All the Probate Records for the County of Cumberland, which, although now in 
Maine, was formerly a part of Massachusetts, were destroyed in the great Portland fire 
of July 4, 1866. This fate, however, can never overtake the early records of the County 
of York, in that State, fur four volumes of deeds, from 1642 to 1699, are now in print. 
And this is true of the early Probate Records, for all the Maine wills from 1640 to 1760 
are now printed. The early deeds of Suffolk County, in our own State, are also safe 
for all time, four volumes having thus far been printed. 
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[This presentation relates to the legislation concerning court records, town and city records, and 
records of births, marriages, and deaths, which during the earl}' years of the colonies were inter- 
mingled. Although births, marriages, and deaths arc recorded in town records, they were also 
recorded for many years in court records. This fact, together with the practice which has pre- 
vailed of legislating in regard to records concerning them by separate legislation, has warranted 
a special presentation of that legislation. 

The laws relating to records other than as above named are included as a part of the presenta- 
tions devoted to such records.] 



COURT RECORDS. 



1630. Sept. 9. Mews. Rec, Vol. I., pp. 275, 276. Courts, magistrates, and commis- 
sioners were ordered to record their judgments with the evidence 
in each case, " to be kept to posterity." On the same day •' Mr. 
Stephen Winthrop was chosen to record things at Boston." 

1047. Nov. 11. Mass. Rec, Vol. II., p. 208. It was ordered that, to the end that all 

records of the Colony " may be safely preserved and improved, a 
strong press made of very firm oak planks be kept in some place 
convenient at Boston, by direction of the Governor." A press waa 
also to be provided wherever any court of record was holden. 

1699. July 18. Prov. Laws, Vol. I., p. 374. Clerks for all courts were to be appointed 

by the justices. 

1708. Feb. 25. Prov. Laws, Vol. IV., p. 618. It was ordered that the clerks of the 

several courts aiid the several registers of probate, that were then 
appointed, dhould give bonds for keeping up the records of their 
respective courts, and any clerk who in six months from June 1, 
1763, did not have his records completed (unless sickness or some 
extraordinary casualty prevented), was to forfeit his bond. 

1768. June 15. Prov. Laws, Vol. IV., p. 661. It was ordered that the justices of all 

courts forthwith cause all unrecorded papers in the offices of deceased 
clerks or registers, ex-clerks, or ex-regristers to be recorded by such 
persons as they may employ for the purpose. 

1787. Feb. 16. Perpet. Laws of Mass.', edit. 1789, p. 108. It was ordered that the clerks 

of the several courts who might be appointed should, before enter- 
ing upon their respective duties, give bonds " for keeping up season. 
ably and in good order the records of the same court, and also to 
make and keep convenient and correct alphabets of the records of 
which they shall respectively be appointed officers and keepers.** 
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1797. Mar. 11. Mass. Laws. Whereas In the practice under the act eetahllehing the 

Supreme Judicial Court it had been found inconvenient to have the 
records of the proceedings of the court in the distant counties kept 
in Boston, it was ordered that on and after August 1, 1797, clerks 
of the Courts of Common Pleas in their respective counties, except- 
ing those of Lincoln, Hancock, Washington, Dukes County, and 
Nantucket, shall become clerks of the Supreme Judicial Court and 
shall keep records. The clerk for Suffolk was to be clerk for Suf- 
folk and Nantucket; the clerk for Barnstable to be clerk for 
Barnstable and Dukes County. A clerk was to be appointed for 
Lincoln, Ilancock, and Washington counties, the records for which 
were to bo kept in Lincoln County. The files and records of the 
Supreme Judicial Court, then kept in the office of the clerk of that 
court in Boston, were to be removed to the office of the Court of 
Common Pleas in Suffolk County. 

1811. June 18. Mass. Laws. Clerks of the courts in the several counties were author- 
ized, who should be clerks of all the judicial courts in their respective 
counties and have custody of all the records, files, etc., remaining 
in the respective offices of the clerks of the Supreme Judicial Court 
and Court of Common Pleas, The court was ordered to provide in 
each county " as soon as convenient, offices of stone or bricks, which 
shall be fire proof, well arranged and provided with suitable alcoves, 
cases, and boxes, for the safe keeping of all records, files, papers, 
and documents." 



TOWN AND CITY RECORDS. 



1641. Dec. 10. Mass. Rec, Vol. L, p. 344. It was ordered that in every town a person 

should be chosen to be called " clerk of the writs." 

1602. Nov. 16. Prov. Laws, Vol. I., p. 65. Towns were ordered to choose a town 

clerk, who should record all " town votes, orders, grants and divisions 
of land, made by such town, and orders made by the selectmen," and 
keep records of various minor matters which are named. 

1851. May 15. Mass. Laws. County commissioners, city governments, and selectmen 

were ordered " to have all books of public record or registry,** be- 
longing to the counties, cities, or towns " well and strongly bound, 
and other papers and documents filed and arranged in a careful and 
orderly manner.'* They were also ordered to provide at the expense 
of the county, city, or town " a suitable place for the safe keepirig 
and preservation of the public records and other valuable documents, 
where they shall be deposited and securely kept.'* The clerk or 
register of any county, city, or town was ordered to *' keep all 
records and written documents in his sole custody, and in no case 
except upon summons in due form of law to have them, or cause 
or permit them to be*removed or taken away.** 

1857. Apr. 30. Mass. Laws. City governments and selectmen were ordered to provide, 

at the expense of their respective cities and towns, safes " of ample 
size for the safe preservation of books of records or registry, 
and other important documents or papers belonging to said city or 
town," and it was made the duty of the clerk of each city and town 
to keep such records and papers in the safe " at all times except 
when they shall be wanted for use." 
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1867. May 24. Mass. Laws. County commissioDerB were authorized and required to 

have made under their direction copies " of such books of records 
of proprietors, or town proprietaries, within their respective coun« 
ties, as in their judgment ought to be preserved and perpetuated," 
such copies to be deposited in the registry of deeds for the county 
or division of a county to which said records relate. 

1874. Apr. lO. Mass. Laws. The act of May 24, 1867, was amended in the first section, 

and copies were to be made " of such records or boolcs of records of 
proprietors, or town proprietaries, or of any city, or town, or county 
within, or without, the Commonwealth, as relate to titles of land 
in their resiK'Ctive counties," the copies to be deposited as provided 
in that act. 



RECORDS OF BIRTHS, MARRIAGES, AXD 

DEATHS. 



1639. Sept. 0. Mass. Rec, Vol. I., p. 276. It was ordered that records be kept of the 

days of every marriage, birth, and death of every person within this 
Jurisdiction. (No provision is made for the keeping of these records, 
unless it be by the paragraph in the record which says " Mr. Stephen 
Winthrop was chosen to record things at Boston.") 

1642. June 14. Mass. Rec, Vol. II., p. 15. By this act, which is called an act in addition 

to the act of September 9, 1639, clerks of the writs in the several 
towns were hereafter to record all births and deaths, and deliver 
a return of the same yearly to the recorder of the court belonging 
to the jurisdiction in which they live. Persons authorized to marry 
were to return the names of persons married by them, and the date 
when married, to the recorder of the court nearest their habitations. 
Said recorders were faithfully and carefully "to enroll such births, 
marriages, and deaths as shall thus be committed to their trust." 

1602. Nov. 3. Prov. I^ws, Vol. I., p. 61. Every justice and minister was ordered to 

register all marriages solemnized " before any of them," and make 
a return quarterly to the clerk of the Sessions of the Peace, to be 
by him registered. 

1603. Feb. 17. Prov. Laws, Vol. I., p. 104. Every town clerk was ordered to register 

all births and deaths. 

1605. June 10. Prov. Laws, Vol. I., p. 210. All marriages were to be registered by the 

town clerk of the'town where they were consummated, and every 
justice and minister was to return within throe months the names 
of all persons married by him, to the clerk of the town. 

1716. Dec. 1. Prov. Laws, Vol. II., p. 60. Every town clerk was ordered to give in a 

list of marriages to the dork of the Sessions of the Peace, annually 
in April, and every clerk of the court was to record the same. 

1786. June 22. Perpet. Laws of Mass., edit. 1789, p. 14. Every justice and minister was 

ordered to keep a record of marriages solemnized before him, and 
annually in April make a return of the same to the clerk of the town, 
district, or plantation in which he lived. Every such clerk was to 
record such returns, and return a list or copy to the clerk of the 
court of General Sessions of the Poace, annually in May, who was 
also to record those copies. (This act took effect ou the last day of 
December, 1786.) 
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1706. Feb. 13. Mass. Laws. Town clerks were not in fotare holden to return certifi- 
cates of marriages to the clerics of the courts of General Sessions of 
the Peace, nor were the clerks of these courts to record them. (This 
act took effect April 1, 1796, and was to be in force two years. The act 
was an act to establish fees, and the provision here cited was embodied 
in an obscure way. It was not intended evidently that the two years* 
limitation should apply to this provision, and it was not construed 
so, as the recording of marriages in the records of the Court of 
General Sessions of the Peace was discontinued in 1796. The act 
establishing fees was re-enacted June 21, 1798, and annually there- 
after, to be in effect for one year, until June 22, 1804, when no limit as 
to time was fixed, but no legislation in regard to the certifying of 
marriages to the clerk of the Court of Sessions after 1796 has been 
found.) 

1706. Feb. 26. Mass. Laws. Every town clerk and every " district clerk " was ordered 

to record all births and deaths, the act to take effect September 1, 
1796. The act passed in 1692 (no date being given) for registering 
births and deaths was repealed. 

1834. Apr. 1. Mass. Laws. Every Justice and minister was ordered to keep a record 

of all marriages solemnized before him, and the clerk of each society 
of Friends was ordered to keep a record of all marriages solemnized 
in the meeting of which he was clerk; they were also to make a 
return of these marriages, annually in April, to the city or town 
clerk and to the clerk of the city or town in which one or both of the 
persons married resided when neither of them belonged or resided 
in the same town ob the minister or Justice. This act took effect 
May 1, 1834, and repealed the acts relating to marriages passed 
June 22, 1786 (except the seventh section which did not relate to 
recording), June 15, 1795, January 27, 1818, February 20, 1818, and 
February 12, 1821. 

1844. Mar. 16. Mass. Laws. The time for making the returns provided for in the 

act of April 1, 1834, was changed from " annually in April ** to 
"between the first and tenth of each month.' School committees 
were' ordered to ascertain the births in the cities and towns and 
return a record of them to the eity or town clerks annually in May, 
and sextons or others having charge of burial places were to return 
a record of burials on or before the tenth of each month. The 
Secretary of the Commonwealth was ordered to furnish blank books 
of suitable size to be used as books of record, and the city and town 
clerks were to enter, in separate columns, the births, marriages, and 
deaths. 

1840. May 2. Mass. T^aws. Town clerks, city clerks, and city registrars were ** author- 
ized and required to obtain, record, and index the information con- 
cerning births, marriages, and deaths now required by law." 

1855. May 17. Mass. Laws. The superintendenU of the State almshouses locate<1 at 

Monson, Tewksbury, and Bridgewater were required to make a 
record of all birihs and deaths occurring in the institutions under 
their care, and make a ri>tnm of the same annually to the Secretary 
of the ('ommnn wealth. The town clerks of these towns were ex- 
empted I rem this duly.

[The laws relating to proprietors are first presented, in their order chronologically, and are 
followed by a table which gives, alphabetically, the cities and towns from which information has 
been received regarding the records of the Proprietors of the Common and Undivided Lands, 
with the name of the Common Lands, the years covered by the records, and the name or desig- 
nation of the person or parties having possession of the records. The use of the dash signifies in 
the column headed " Name of Common Lands," that no distinctive name other than that of the 
town was given, and in the other columns that the information is wanting.] 



16d4. May 14. Mass. Rec, Vol. I., p. 117. "None but the General Court hath power 

to * * * and dispose of lands, viz. : to give and confirm proprieties.'* 

1688. Sept. 6. Mass. Rec, Vol. I., p. 240. "For avoiding the trouble of this Court 

about granting of land, and the more equal proceeding therein," it 
was ordered that the Treasurer and four per&ons, who are named 
in the act, " or any 4 or 3 of them," shall take the names of all who 
desire lands, consider and pass upon their demands, having regard 
*' that the country at large be not burdened to provide lauds for the 
inhabitants of such towns as have land enough to supply them, 
except other consideration require it ; and that they consider that, 
though the first planters were allowed 50 acres for each person, yet 
this benefit is not to be allowed to all others " ; that they "set down 
the names of ail such as they shall find fit to have lands granted 
them," and " make certificate thereof to the next Court." 

1784. Mar. 10. Perpet. Laws of Mass., edit. 1789, p. 61. It was enacted that the last 

clerk of the proprietors of any common and undivided lands 
should continue to exercise the duties of such clerk notwithstanding 
the final and total division of such lands, " until the records shall be 
lodged with the clerk of the town in which the land lies ; and wiien 
the land lies in several towns, they may be lodged with the clerk of 
such town as the Court of Sensions, upon application made to them 
for that purpose, shall order and direct." 

1701. Mar. O. Mass. Laws. Proprietors who had made final division of lands and had 

deposited their records with town clerks were empowered to hold 
meetings for business relating to debts, taxes, and contracts dated 
before the division, recall their records, and cause the clerk then 
cAoBerit or the town clerk, to record votes and proceedings at such 
meetings. No such meetings could be held more than ten years 
after the division. 

1861. May 16. Mass. Laws. It was enacted that the books of record and other docu- 
ments of the ancient proprietors of townships or common lands, in 
case said proprietors have ceased to be a body corporate, shall, when 
not otherwise legally disposed of or provided for by such proprie- 
tary body before its dissolution, be vested and held to be in the 
clerk for the time being of the city or town In which the lands or 
larger part of them lie. And it shall be the duty of the clerk to 
claim them.

CHURCH RECORDS. 



[The preaeDtaiion of charch records (including the records of churches, parishes, and 
religloas societies) is divided into two parts, the first part relating to the records of existing 
churches, and the second part to the records of extinct churches. Under each of these divisions 
the returns concerning church records are presented first by towns and then by denominations. 

In all cases where the records of existing churches are not returned as being misplaced or 
lost, they have been reported to be in the possession of some duly authorized church official 
from whom the information in regard to their condition was obtained. With few exceptions, 
however, the records of extinct churches arg returned as being either in the possession of persons 
or organizations pl*obably not the legal custodians, the name of the possessor being given in each 
case, or no information concerning them could be ascertained, and for these reasons no return as 
to their condition has been made.] 



EXISTING CHUKCHES: BY TOWNS. 



[In this table the returns concerning records are presented alphabetically by denominations, 
under the name of each town, the distinguishing names, if any, of the churches of each denomi- 
nation also being given alphabetically. The names given in the various li^ts published by 
authority of the different denominations are adopted as the dlstini^uishing names in this table, 
and where no published lists could be obtained written lists were supplied and have been 
used. 

The dates of oi:ganization are given in the lists published by the Baptist, Congregational, New 
Jerusalem, Unitarian, and Universalist denominations, and those dates are used in this table. 
For the other denominations the dates of organization are given only when they were returned by 
the several churches. In many cases where churches have divided both organizations claim the 
original date of organization, although the records of one or the other must be necessarily of a 
later date than the reported date of organization. The dates of organization and of legal 
incorporation are usually different. In some cases the records commenced at an earlier date 
than the year in which the church was organized, services having been held by the congregation 
and records kept before the formal organization as a church or society. 

When a church has undergone one or more reorganizations but is virtually the same body, it 
is given under its present name and denomination, with explanatory foot-notes. 

The denominations considered in this table number forty-five and areas follows: — Advent 
Baptist, African Methodist Episcopal, African Methodist Episcopal Zion, Baptist, Catholic 
Apostolic, Christian, Christian Baptist, Christian Connection, Congregational, Disciples of 
Christ, Evangelical Congregational, Evangelical Independent, Evangelical Lutheran, Free 
Baptist, Free Congregational, Free Evangelical, French Protestant, Friends, German Congrega- 
tional, German Methodist Episcopal, German Reformed, Gethacmaue Baptist, Independent 
Baptist, Independent Methodist, Jewish, Latter Day Saints (abbreviation of the corporate name 
of the denomination, *' Tto Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints '*), Messiah, Methodist, 
if ethodlst Episcopal, New Jerusalem, Presbyterian, Primitive Methodist, Protestant Episcopal, 
Reformed Episcopal, Reformed Presbyterian, Roman Catholic, Second Advent, Seventh Day 
Advent, Undenominational, Union Evangelical, Unitarian, United Presbyterian, United Society 
(Shakers), Universalist, and Wesleyan Methodist. 

The use of the dash signifies that the information is wanting, except in the case of the local 
meetings of Friends, and the Roman Catholic churches which in this table are said to be 
"attended from *' other churches. The information concerning these is explained by the respec- 
Uve foot-notes and by the two following paragraphs. 

The Roman Catholic chnrches *' attended from " other churches have no separate records, the 
records being inclnded in those of the church from which they are attended. 

There are no separate records of the local meetings of Friends, the records being Included in 
the records of monthly meetinns.]*

TOWN RECORDS. 



[The laws relating to Town and City Records are given on pages 2 and 3. 

The following table gives, by towns, the informatioQ received concerning the records of the 
several towns and cities in the Commonwealth as they existed in 1885. The presentation for 
each town and city is followed by notes giving the first mention found in the Colonial, Provincial, 
or State records of the present town name, this being succeeded chronologically by a summary t>f 
subsequent legislation, so far as ascertained, in regard to changes in its territorial limits, change 
of name, or subsequent incorporation as a city. The original spelling of the town name is 
given in the first mention, the present accepted spelling being subsequently used. The word 
** established " has been uniformly used to denote incorporation ; there is no uniformity of 
language in the earlier records, and the term '* shalbe a towne " is often used. Reference to 
volume and page is given In each instance, except for the Resolves, until January 6, 1779, since 
which time the date of the act is deemed sufficient reference. The resolves passed between 
May 20, 1686, and May 10, 1776, are not yet printed, and the various volumes of written copies 
being differently arranged no reference to volumes is practicable. 

The Information relating to the records extends to the summer of 1885, while the notes cover 
legislation to the close of the session of 1888. 

The records classified under the name of **Town proceedings'* include the reeordsof the 
proceedings of the town in town meeting, and such general records as have not been recorded in 
volumes intended for records of special matters. In the earlier years of the older towns all 
matters were recorded in the volumes of " Town proceedings.** The records classified under the 
name of " Proprietors** are the records of the Common and Undivided Lands, further informa- 
tion in regard to which is presented on page 5. The records classified under the name 
"Miscellaneous" include the records not presented under any of the other names, but which 
were too numerous in kind to present in detail. 

Unless otherwise stated, the copies of records referred to in foot-notes are in the possession 
of the Town Clerk. 

When the residence of the person having the possession of the records is other than in the 
town to which tbe records relate the residence is given in a foot-note, and if the residence 
specified is not in Massachusetts the name of the state is also given. 

In many cases the records called " Town proceedings ** commenced at an earlier date than 
the year in which the town was established, the records of the Proprietors in such cases having 
been the first records in the volumes. 

The use of the dash signifies that the information is wanting.

PAPERS.

Two volumes of writs of attachment from 1729 to 1846. 

One volume of notifications of strangers, and history of paupers from 1727 to 1794. 

Twp volumes of war and military papers from 1744 to 1847. 

Two volumes of estimates of losses June 17, 1775. 

Two volumes of treasury papers from 1712 to 1800. 

In addition to the above there are papers partially arranged, but not yet put into volumes, 
relating to highways, estates, and sewers from 1726 to 1847 ; deeds, leases, etc., from 1654 to 1847 ; 
petitions, orders of notice, etc., to the Legislature and County Commissioners from 1733 to 1825; 
schools, the treasury, and miscellaneous matters. 

All of the town papers are in good condition and will eventually be accessible in folio volumes 
in the City Clerk's office in Boston.

[The establishing, abolishiDg, and reviving under the same or new names, of the various eoarta 
since 16^6 has made it seem advisable for a better understanding of the "Court Iiecord8**to 
present chronologically the legislation by which the various changes were authorized. 

The legislation concerning the establishment of courts is presented in two ways : First, by 
the original titles of courts, in the chronological order of establishment, with the reference to the 
establishing acts ; second, by the present titles of courts, first presenting the legislation which 
may properly be called the original foundation of each court, this being followed by the succes- 
sive legislation until the establishment of the court under its present title. Reference to volume 
and page is given in each instance until 17S4, since which time the date of the act is deemed 
BuQicient reference. Notes relating to many of the courts follow the references, in parentheses. 

Special Courts of Oyer and Terminer were held in various places, by commissioners appointed 
by the Governor during the provincial period. As these courts were not established by acts of 
legislation, they are presented separately, although their records may be in the offices of the 
Clerks of the Courts. 

From 1692 to 1699 many of the acts passed were disallowed by the Privy Council in England, 
among them being several establishing courts. As these dates have been variously fixed by 
different writers, the legislation relating to these acts with the verified dates and references to 
the same are given. The compiling of the Province Laws and the indexing of many volumes 
of laws and records, in late years, have made this verification possible.]
